Moronte Chico Tossed in Air, 


Then Trampled on and 


Mangled 


(Special Dispatch lo Tlie .Journal) 
EL PASO, Sept 1.—Caught on the 


horns of a maddened, bull, Moronte 
Chico, the most noted matador 
of 


northern Mexico, was gored to death 
this afternoon in the presence of 10,- 
000 spectators. 


The Juarez Plaza de Toros across 


the river, was packed to its limits, 
rs it was the opening of the bull- 
fight reason. 
Six fAsh, fierce bulls 


had been brought in and the fact had 
been advertised- throughout this part 
of Texas as well as on the Mexican 
side. _ More than 
COOO 
Americans 


were in the audience. 
The Mexicans 


made up the rest. Their v» omen were 
there in all the glory of color 
and 


grace and took as deep an interest 
in th3 tormenting of {he toro as did 
the men In fact, it seemed that the 
treble of the senontas' voices 
rose 


louder than the bass of their hus- 
bands and brothers when a particu- 
larly clever picador pricked the bull. 


Cull in a Passion 


Finally, the feature of the day was 


announced. One of the most power- 
ful of the bulls was brought forward 
and teased and worked up to a tow- 
' ering passions-Even, in.-the.,prelim-- 
inary torment, severdl of the pica- 
tlores had difficulty ~ln avoiding his 
rushes, as he turned and twisted in 
unexpected ways. 
The huge brute 


seemed to be a demon. 
Once 
he 


caught the whirling mantle on 
his 


horns, snorted with rage, tore it with 
his horns and hoofs and trampled on 
it, bellowing his defiant rage at the 
matador. 


At last came the time when 
the 


bull, withdrawing to one side of the 
plaza, refused to be tormented into 
chasing the picadores He pawed into 
arena and shook his horns from side 
to side, but would not 
leave 
his 


stand. 


Moronic is Confident 


Then, leaping the barrier, smiling 


confidently, Morente, drminutive 
in 


stature but noted 
for his 
courage 


throughout Mexico, 
came 
forward, 


with the spada in his hand to gno 
the foup de grace. 


"Viva Chico'" yelled the throng of 


spectators. 
Fans fluttered, handker- 


chiefs were waved and shouts 
of 


encouragement 
came 
from 
every 


part of the 
plaza. Moronte 
Chico 


Lowed elaborately and then proceed- 
ed to his place. The bull was pio- 
voked into action and made a rush^ 


As he came on with lowered head, 


Monte waited for him, picking the 
exact spot in the bulky neck where 
the sword was to be planted. Just as 
the animal came within reach the 
brute gave that unusual t^kibt which 
had nearly caused several deaths ear- 
lier in the' struggle. 


The Sword Misses 


The sword missetl and, while 
a 


fearful groan went up from the spec- 
tators, Moronte fell lorwafd. 


The bull was on him in a 
flash. 


Catching the man on his horns, 
he 


tossed him once; then, as Moronte 
fell, he trampled on the body, mang- 
ling it and stamping the life out of 
the matador. 


Moronte gave one shriek as he was 


tossed, but must have died as 
he 


fell. The bull raged around the dead 
body for a moment _, and 
then 
an 


American jumped info the ring and 
shot him.

have both been 
arrested, 
charged 


with murder and bound over to the 
district 
court. 
Their 
preliminary 


hearing was held yesterday afternoon. 
The confession was made last week, 
it is said, but was kept secret until 
Tafolle could be takim into custody.. 


According to tho story told by Mar- 


tinez, he killed Aguilar to prevent the 
herder from testifying against him. in 
a sheep-stealing case in which -he 
was the defendant. After the charge 
of sheep stealing had been preferred 
against him Martinez says that 
lie 


heard Aguilar wanted 
to 
resign. 


Ho went to the 
sheep camp 
and 


found Aguilar in his tent putting ori 
his shoes. Tafolle was outside at the 
time, building a lire, according 
to 


the confession. 
• 


"I asked Aguilar why he wanted to 


resign, but he would not give any rea- 
son," 
says Martinez. 
"I then asked 


him if it was because ho was going 
to'-testify against me. He would not 
answer, and I told him that if he was 
going to testify against me. I would 
kill him. He replied 'Then 'go ahead 
and kill me.' 
I then grabbed a gun 


that was in the tent and sMot him." 


The dead 
man 
was 
;shot three 


times, once through the stomach, and 
then twice through the head. When 
the body was found in the tent 
it 


was almost decapitated. According 'to 
Martinez, after the shooting he placed 
the gun under Aguilar's body and he 
and Tafolle framed a story to 
tell 


about finding the body. 


Shortly after the murder was dis- 


covered suspicion, was 
directed 
to 


Martinez and Tat'olle. The coroner's 
jury fixed no responsibility, for 
the 


crime, but recommended an investiga- 
tion. Later, however, it became neces- 
sary'to dismiss them because of lack 
of direct evidence, and 
since 
that 


time Aguilar's death has been shroud- 
ed in mystery.
